23 (AP)—A French scientific ex- 
pedition says it has found that 
Greenland, regarded as_ the 
world’s largest island, is really 
three separate islands bridged by 
an icecap. 

This was one of the results of 
a 26-man expedition led by Paul 
Emile Victor and disclosed here 
by his close collaborator, Capt. 
Gaston Rouillon. The scientists 
have returned to France after 
several years’ research in the 
Greenland wilderness. 

They measured the thickness 
of the icecap by setting off explo- 
sions and calculating the time it 
took for the echo of the blast to 
resound from the ground under- 
neath.

RULES FOREATIN 
PLACES INDICATED 


Sanitation Rating of In- 
dividual Establishments 
Shows Rise in Spot 
Survey. 


A spot check of St. Louis pub- 
lic eating places last May showed 
a rise in the sanitation rating of 
individual establishments but a 
decline in the rating for enforce- 


ment of the clean restaurant ordi- 
mance since an earlier survey in 
1948, it was announced yesterday. 


The latest survey, like the one 
made in 1948, was conducted by 
the State Division of Health in 
co-operation with the United 
States Public Health Service, 
whose report was transmitted yes- 
terday to Dr. J. Earl Smith, the 
city’s health commissioner. 


On the basis of a check of 37 
out of 3419 eating places and of 
13 out of 1196 taverns, bars and 
soda fountains: where food is 
served, the surveyors reported a 
sanitation rating of 69.2 as com- 
pared with a rating of 55 in 1948. 
While a rating of 100 would be 
regarded as perfect, a score of 80 
is held out as a practical goal.

CAHOKIA BRIDGE. 
NOT JUSTIFIED 
FNGINEERS SAY 


[Report - Estimates Only 


7500 Vehicles a ‘Day 
Would Use Span to 
South St. Louis. 


The proposed bridge across the 
Mississippi river connecting the 
village of Cahokia and South St. 
Louis would not be justified by 
the amount of traffic which would 
use it, a Chicago firm of traffic 
engineers reported yesterday. 


In a survey made for the Bi- 
State. Development Agency and 
the Illinois State Highway Divi- 
sion, in co-operation with the 
United States Bureau of Public 
Roads, traffic engineers asserted 
that total daily traffic over such 
a bridge probably would not ex- 
ceed 7500 vehicles, and that even 
this amount would be dependent 
on construction of “high-type con- 
nections” between Cahokia and 
Belleville. 

Opposing plans for a Cahokia 
bridge have been prepared by St. 
Clair county and the Village of 
Cahokia, but neither has been ac- 
cepted by the City of St. Louis. 
Last July Mayor Joseph M. Darst 
vetoed a bill to permit St. Clair 
county to build its bridge to enter 
St. Louis near President and 
Kosciusko streets. He proposed 
that further study be given the 


village’s plans for a bri¢ge at the 
foot of Chippewa street. 

The Chicago firm, H. W. Loch- 
ner & Co., in its report said that 
if any new bridge were to be 
built it should be immediately 
south of MacArthur Bridge, to 
relieve present. congestion of 
cross-river traffic between St. 
Louis on the west and East. St. 
Louis and Belleville on the east. 

First priority in connection 

with traffic needs on the East 
Side, the report said, should be 
given to construction of the multi- 
million-dollar traffic freeway pro- 
posed by East St. Louis to relieve 
excessive congestion in down- 
town East St. Louis. 
The freeway would extend 
from the new Veterans Memorial 
bridge to the junctions of Unitéd 
States Highways, 40, 66 and al- 
ternate 67, north of East St. 
Louis. 

Most of the congestion in down- 
town East St. Louis results from 
convergence of traffic from Eads, 
MacArthur and the Veterans 
bridges, the engineers said. These 
three bridges, together with Mc- 
Kinley bridge, now handle about 
70,000 crossings a day, and by 
1970 the crossings likely will total 
120,000, the report said. An addi- 
tional bridge to handle the in- 
crease should be considered for a 
location north of the Veterans

The persistence of Harold An- 
derson, a Missouri State Peni- 
tentiary prisoner since 1932, final- 
ly was rewarded yesterday when 
his fifth appeal for a court re- 
view of his case was successful. 
Four previous attempts, includ- 
ing appeals to the Missouri an@ 
United States Supreme Courts, 
had met with failure. pe 

Acting as his own lawyer in a 
tortuous legal battle, Anderson, 
a Negro, obtained from the United 
States Court of Appeals here a 
ruling that his sentencing ap- 
peared to violate the due process 
clause of the Federal Constitu- 
tion. 


Anderson received sentences ag- 
gregating 47 years which were im- 
posed on a plea of guilty without 


legal counsel. The United States 
District Court at Kansas City has 
now been ordered to hear his ap- 
plication for a writ of habeas cor- 


pus. 
Previous Ruling. 


That court had declined to hear 
the application on the ground 
that Anderson had carried - his 
case through the state courts of 
Missouri without success and that 
the assumption of jurisdiction by 
the federal court would be an en- 
croachment on a purely state 
matter, 


Anderson was arrested in Kan- 
sas City in February, 1932, and 
‘within 72 hours had been ar- 
raigned on charges of larceny of 
a motor vehicle, assault with in- 
tent to rob, first degree robbery 
and a sex offense. He was not 
represented by a lawyer but 
pleaded guilty. He was sen- 
tenced to two years on the motor

The Duck Blind Puts 


Microscope on a Man. 


UR old friend, Dr. Z. Lee 

Stokely, sportsman, outdoor 

writer, director of the com- 
missary, a whale of a cook and 
a delightful companion in a 
john boat, in a quail field or a 
Current river cabin, wasn't 
fooling in his recent column 
about undesirable persons. 


Doc cited some of the things 
you can do in a duck blind or 
when hunting upland game to 
“Lose Friends and  Disgust 
People.” And there’s a defi- 
nite lesson in what Doc said for 
the thousands who will be in 
duck blinds when the season 
opens at noon Friday. However, 
Doc merely scratched the sur- 
face of the subject. For peo- 
ple, the wrong kind of people, 
can spoil duck hunting quickly 
for everybody around them. 


People make it difficult to 
provide good duck hunting 
areas for the average man, the 
guy with a few bucks, a duck 
stamp, a license, gun and 
shells, but without the means 
to finance membership in a 
private club. 


During the 1950 hunting sea- 
son we were motoring near the 
Current river, on the way to a 
quail field, when a roadside 
sign caught the eye. It said 
that certain impounded waters, 
public hunting grounds, were 
so many miles down the side 
road. We asked our compan- 
ion, who had been born and 
reared in that country, about 
the shooting at the place ad- 
vertised by the sign. 


“Don’t ever go there,” Was 
the quick reply. “It’s terrible. 
Anybody can go there and you 
know what that means. High 
shooters, amateur callers, game 
hogs—people that don’t know 
the first thing about duck hunt- 
ing. You'd be lucky if you got 
a duck a week over there, after 
the first day.”

UR friend went on to ex- 
Q) piain that the public shoot- 

grounds, provided by the 
Conservation Commission of- 
fered fine duck shooting condi- 
tions, or would, if the people 
would behave. 

“You see,” our friend con- 
tinued, “the public hunting 
ground attracts many persons 
who are beginners. They don’t 
know much about guns, they 
don’t know when a duck is 
within range, and they don’t 
know sportsmanship. Too many 
of them are just pot-hunters. 
And one blind, shooting wild, 
can ruin a day’s shooting for 
everybody on the lake. It prob- 
ably isn’t workable, but condi- 
tions could be improved tre- 
mendously if the Conservation 
Commission would exercise 
stricter control at the public 
shooting grounds. Experienced 
guides could be hired and there 
could be am iron-clad rule that 
one of the guides would have to 
be assigned to each _ blind. 
Later. perhaps, hunters could 
qualify as sufficiently experi- 
enced to be permitted in a 
blind without a guide. But 
guides would eliminate the high 
shooting, they’d do the calling, 
and everybody would get more 
ducks.” 

Most duck hunters know what 
happens at uncontrolled shoot- 
ing grounds. A flock of ducks 
appears and starts to circle. 
Perhaps the birds are heading 
for Blind B, where they’d be 
in range. But the game hog 
in Blind A decides this is his 
last chance at the flock and so, 
despite the birds bemg out of 
range, he shoots at them. They 
flare and depart and nobody 
gets a duck. 

“All right,” says the man in 
Blind B, “wait till some ducks 
are coming your way.” And 
when any ducks seem to be 
headed for A, the angry man 
in B shoots at them, just for 
revenge. Let that happen a few 
times and there’ll be no more 
ducks that day.

ERE are a few pointers, if 
H yo want to avoid mem- 
bership in that Dr. Stokely 
Club of Undesirable Persons: 

Stay on your side of the 
blind, shoot only at your side 
of a flock. 

Alternate on singles. 

Treat the other blind with the 
consideration you'd like to 
have. 

Get to your blind early, so you 
won’t scare away the early 
flights for the other blinds. 

Listen to a good caller and 
learn from him when to call 
and when to keep your mouth 
shut. Practice calling before 
the season starts, but be sure 
you don’t have your gun with 
you. 

Set your watch and be care- 
ful not to shoot too early or 
too late. 

Don’t shoot at a sky full, just 
enjoy looking. Wait for a rea- 
sonably small flight. 

Don’t shoot your companion’s 
limit after you’ve downed your 
four, unless he asks for help. 

Don’t high shoot just for fun, 
even if there are no other 
blinds near you. You’re a poor 
sport if you enjoy crippling a 
duck. 

Get ’em in range and don't 
waste game. 

If you give any of your ducks 
to friends, see that the birds 
are delivered picked and 
cleaned. Otherwise they prob- 
ably will go into the garbage 
can. 

Be reasonable about you 
know what. A hot toddy tastes 
much better in the clubhouse 
_ if you haven't been nipping.

Bag limits for geese in the Mis- 
sissippi flyway have been in- 
creased from four to five a day 
or in possession, however, though 
no more: than two Canada geese 
(or their sub-species) or two 
white-fronted geese may be tak- 
en. A hunter may have only one 
Canada goose and one’ white- 
fronted goose at the same time.

Rickey Says He 
Resents Idea of 
‘Baseball on Trial’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (AP). . 
RANCH RICKEY, father of. 
baseball’s farm system, hot-. 
ly told a congressional com- 

mittee today he resents the 
idea that baseball is on trial. 

Rickey was testifying before . 
a House monopoly subcommit-.- 
tee investigating whether base- 
ball violates anti-trust laws. 

“The most regrettable thing 
about this hearing,” Rickey — 
said, “is that people reading 
the newspapers may gct a 
sénse of growing suspicions’. 
that baseball is on the defen- 
sive, that it’s done something 
morally wrong.” 

Rep. Keating (Rep.), New- 
York, agreed with him, but 
Chairman Celler (Dem.), New 
York, said his mail did not 
indicate the public felt as 
Rickey said it did. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (UP)— 
The House subcommittee took Ted 
Williams and Joe DiMaggio down 
a peg today—about 10,000 finan 
cial pegs, to be exact. , 

The “come-down” came about 
when congressional baseball inves- 
tigators revealed that the top sal- 
ary paid to any player in 1951 was 
$90,000. Williams, the 33-year-old 
Red Sox star, generally was re- 
ported to have received $100,000 
or more the past season as was 
the 36-year-old Yankee veteran, 
DiMaggio. 

When it was suggested that both 
Williams and DiMaggio were paid 
$100,000 salaries during 1951, 
Emanuel Celler, chairman of the 
committee, replied those figures 
were “not precisely correct.” 

Later in the day, the congres- 
sional investigators reported that 
players’ salaries in 1951 ranged 
from $5000. to $90,000, with $11;- 
000 the “median” salary. By “‘me- 
dian,” the investigators explained, 
that half the players were getting 
more than $11,000 and half were 
getting less. 


Browns’ Median Lowest. 

Salaries of individual players 
were not disclosed but the sub- 
committee reported that the $15,- 
500 median for the Yankees was 
the highest of any major league 
team during the past season while 
the St. Louis Browns’ $7000 medi- 
an was the lowest.

Writers for Reserve Clause. 

The House subcommittee also 
disclosed that the 103 baseball 
writers it polled voiced approval 
of baseball’s “farm system” and 
its controversial “reserve clause.” 

William Harridge, president of 
the American League, was ques- 
tioned yesterday about a proposal 
that players be given a voice in 
the selection of the commissioner. 

Harridge said he has “no ob- 
jections” and added he thought 
club owners would be “glad to 
consider” it. The commissioner 
now is selected by a vote of the 
16 major league club owners. 

Fred Hutchinson, veteran De- 
troit Tiger pitcher and player 
representative from the American 
League, testified last ~eek that 
players felt they should have a 
voice in choosing the commission- 
er. He suggested that player rep- 
resentatives from the two leagues 
be permitted to vote. 

The subcommittee’s poll of the 
writers was launched before it 
decided it would not consider the 
question of whether baseball 
should have monopoly control 
over radio and TV. 

Football Suit Pending. 

The Justice Department recent- 
ly filed suit against the National 
Football League for “blacking 
out” telecasts of its grid games 
areas from which it draws most 
of its paying customers. Fearful 
of similar action against them, 
the major leagues promptly aban- 
doned their plan for league con 
trol over radio and TV in favur 
of individual arrangements by ball 
clubs. 

Seventy-nine of the baseball 
writers said, however, that they 
feel the major and minor leagués 
should be free to work out their 
own rules for radio-TV coverage 
“independent of present antj- 
trust laws as interpreted by the 
Justice Department.” ‘

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Harridge Fired Ump for ‘Going Behind His Back;’ 
Arbiter Had Been Collaborating With Chandle

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (AP)— 
William Haridge, president of the 
American League, said yesterday 
he was against the commissioner 
of baseball taking. over the super- 
vision of big league umpires. 

The $50,000-a-year executive 
told the House Monopoly Com- 
mittee he considers his chore of 
selecting and -bossing the men 
in blue as “the.most important.” 

His views about umpires came 
along. with his denial. that Ernie 
Stewart was fired from the Amer- 
ican League umpire staff solely 
because. Stewart and. A. B. 
(Happy) Chandler, then commis- 
sioner, discussed ways and means 
of improving the lot of the ar- 
biters. , 

Harridge’s testimony was at 
variance with the story Stewart 
gave the committee last week at 
various points. 

He said Stewart, now a hard-

ware merchant in Los Angeles, 
was “a clubhouse lawyer” among 
umpires and had earned a repu- 
tation of a “troublemaker” Jong 
before he was ousted. 

Harridge said he dismissed him 
in 1945 after receiving a tele- 
phone call from George Pipgras, 
another umpire, threatening to 
quit because of Stewart's 
activities. mean 

It was Pipgras, testified Har- 
ridge, who tipped him off on 
Stewart's relationship with 
Chandler. 

Stewart told the committee he 
was made “the goat” of the fall- 
ing out between Chandler. and 
Harridge. :

Senate Action Early Next Year 
Pledged on Bills to Curb Crime 


' 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (AP)— 


Senator Kefauver (‘Dem.), Tennes- 
see, said today he has received as- 
surances that the Senate will 
take up early next year a batch 
of bills growing out of the Senate 
Crime Committee’s underworld in- 
vestigation. 

In the session of Congress 
which ended Saturday the crime 
committee, despite its widely-pub- 
licized nation-wide investigation, 
was saved from drawing a legisla- 
tive blank only by eleventh-hour 
passage of a bill tightening penal- 
ties for narcotics peddlers. 

Although it was the only one of 
the 23 bills recommended by the 
committee to be passed, enough 


progress was made on a number) 


of others to make swift action 
possible when Congress returns 
Jan. 8. 

15-Month Inquiry. 

The special crime committee, 
which went out of existence on 
Sept. 1, said in its final report 
that disclosures of big-time gam- 
bling and racketeering during its 
15-month inquiry built. up “an 
overwhelming case for effective 
remedial legislation.” 

All the measures it proposed, 
however, had to be passed on by 
regular Senate Committees and at 
adjournment time only the Com- 
merce Committee had cleared all 
the anti-crime bills referred to it. 

Kefauver, who served as chair- 
man of the crime committee in 
all but its last four months, said 
Democratic Leader McFarland of 
Arizona had assured him. these 


bills would be scheduled for early 
Senate consideration at the next 
session. 

Among them is legislation to 
cut off race wire service to book- 
makers—the key proposal of the 
crime investigators. 


Tax Curb on Gamblers. 


Kefauver said he also had tak- 
en up with Internal Revenue 
Commissioner John B. Dunlap the 


crime committee in an effort to 
siphon off the profits of big-time 
bambling. 


These proposals ran into objec- 
tions in the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee and Kefauver and other 
crime committee members tried 
without suctess to write them into 
the $5,691,000,000 tax increase 
bill when it was before the Sen- 
ate. 

_Kefauver” told a reporter that, 


although the Internal Revenue 
Bureau had approved the crime 
group’s tax recommendations, 
Dunlap had agreed to study them 
further with a view to any needed 
revision.

1. All officials demonstrate 
practically their belief in the 
importance of high character 
in government by demanding 
severe penalties for all persons 
in or out of government who 
violate the proper standards. 

2. Business executives refuse 
to. use or condone the use by 
others of undue pressure or in- 
fluence beyond the legitimate 
vigorous presentation of their 
Cases. 

3..Bar associations impose 
stiff penalties for influence 
peddling or fixing by lawyers.

Proposals to Confront Congress.

“The panel finds that the report 
of the President’s commission con- 
tains many recommendations of 
value. Its underlying philosophy 
in many respects, however, vio- 
lates principles which the panel 
considers fundamental to sound 
policy. In our opinion, the over- 
all proposals of that commission’s 
report cannot constitute ‘a water 
policy for the American people’ 
unless the American people are 
prepared to transfer all their re- 
sponsibilities to a benevolent cen- 
tral government.” 

EJC’s critique showed that the | 
engineering groups favor “co-op- 
erative methods under our pres- 
ent form of representative gov- 
ernment.” It argued for having 
as much as possible done for con- 
servation and control of water by 
“the individual,” with government 
coming in at the lowest practi- 
cable level, rather than turning 
functions over to the Federal Gov- 
ernment outright.

Sir Thomas More, in writing of his Iande of 
Utopia 435 years ago, spoke of land reform in 
substantially the same terms as does a consult- 
ant to the United Nations Food and Agricultural 
Organization in the current issue of the Harvard 
Business Review. 

Raymond W. Miller, who has made a first- 
hand study in 14 countries of Asia, reports that 
“unrest and revolution are everywhere.” Among 
the four-fifths of the population who live on the 
soil, living conditions are “abysmal,” made so 
in large part by the land tenancy system. 

The resulting ferment is being exploited by 
the Communists, threatening to engulf “coun- 
tries we-have always called our friends.” Land 
reform, which Mr. Miller urges to counter the 
Communist tide, is, he says, “the only thing 
our capitalism can mean, at this stage, in the 
rice fields of the Orient.” 

The United States might encounter a degree 
of embarrassment in taking the moral leader- 
ship for land reform which Mr. Miller suggests. 
Its failure to do more to redress the medieval 
land tenure system in the Philippines was one 
of the things that most marred the record of its 
bright accomplishments in such fields as public 
health and education. 

The United States’ shortcomings in the Phil- 
ippines are more than counterbalanced, « and 
there is a considerable credit to this country’s 
record of accomplishment, it seems to us, in 
what has been done in Puerto Rico,:Japan, and 
the Republic of Korea. In Puerto Rico land 
reform was built into the organic act of Con- 
gress by which that country was taken over 
from Spain 51 years ago. 

An implementing act of 1941, upheld by 
the United States Supreme Court five years 
later, is now taking land from a handful of 
Sugar companies which had owned three-fourths 
of it, and putting it into the hands of 125,000 
Jand-working families. In Japan, under Gen, 
MacArthur's administration, more than 4,500,000 
acres, or one-third of the cultivated acreage, 
was transferred to farmers. In the Republic of 
Korea a full-scale land redistribution was. put 
into effect just before the Communist invasion. 

With these accomplishments to its credit, the 
United States has taken leadership for land 
reform in the United Nations. Last month the 
U.N. Economic and Security council responded 
by proposing this means of raising living stand- 
ards in underdeveloped countries. 

For the role which Mr. Miller envisions for 
it in Asia, the United States therefore ought 
to have the standing that comes of_ practicing 
what it preaches, as well as the practical where- 
withal. Mr. Miller wants no grandiose scheme, 
but leadership in the realm of ideas, backed up 
by enough practical help to enable the Asiatic 
co''ntries to do for themselves. 

In teaching farmers how to farm efficiently, 
and in developing improved methods of pur- 
chasing and marketing, as Mr. Miller suggests, 
American technicians would be working in fields 
in which they are particularly at home. The 
same holds true of industrial development, 
which is needed to lessen pressure on the land 
in India, Korea and Egypt. 

By these peaceful means the countrie’ of Asia 
might be made able to remove what Sir Thomas 
recognized as “a cause of warre.”

How Justice Brandeis Put It 

The late Justice Brandeis, as it happened, 
made the case 30 years ago against granting to 
civil department heads the’ right to exercise arbi- 
trary authority such as was proposed by Mr. 
Truman in his executive order on “secret infor- 
mation.” In his Supreme Court opinion in Mil- 
waukee Publishing Co. vs. Postmaster General 
Burleson, that clear protector of individual 
freedoms wrote in 1921: 


There is no question of the necessity to. 
protect the country from insidious domestic 
foes. To that end Congress conferred upon 
the Postmaster General the enormous power 
contained in the Espionage Act of entirely 
excluding from the mails any letter, picture 
or publication which contained matter vio- 
lating the broad terms of that act. But it 
did not confer—and the Postmaster Gen- 
eral concedes that it did not confer-——the 
vague and absolute authority practically to 
deny circulation to any publication which 
in his opiniog is likely to vioiate in the fu- 
ture any postal law. 

The grant of that power is construed into 
a postal rate statute passed 40 year's ago 
which has never before been suspected of 
containing such implications. I cannot be- 
lieve that in establishing postal classifica- 
tions in 1879 Congress intended to confer 
upon the Postmaster General authority to 
issue the order here complained of. 

If, under the Constitution, administrative 
officers may as a mere incident of the peace- 
time administration of their departments, 
be vested with the power to issue such 
orders as this, there is little of substance in 
our Bill of Rights and in every extension 
of governmental functions lurks a new dan- 
ger to civil liberty. | 
We suggest that this excellent statement be 

made a part of the record of protests against 


the President’s ill-advised order.

A Small, Fast Brain 


The trend in mechanical brains seems, to our 
mind at least, to be running counter to one of 
the most stubborn facts about human nature. In 
announcing that the one it has just completed is 
the fastest and smallest ever built, the Jacobs 
Instrument Co. appears to feel that it is on the 
right track. 

_All we ask the Jacobs Instrument Co. to do is 
to observe for itself the styles that receive the 
most acclaim among non-mechanical brains. Is it 
the small, fast model, operating with. apparent 
effortiessness, and seeming to be doing nothing 
of any difficulty at all? Or is it. the large, slow, 
console model, full of the clatter and clangor of 
turning gears, and evidently engaged in ac- 
complishing the near-impossible at an expendi- 
ture of almost-superhuman effort? 

We grant you that the Jacobs company's new 
brain, the Jaincomp-B by name, would be large 
enough for the non-mechanical type. It is about 


the size of a table model television set, and 
weights 100 pounds. For the mechanical mind 
that is really going to be impressive, however, 
the instrument makers should be thinking in 
larger terms. What is wanted, as we see it, is 
something that is not only doing some heavy 
cerebrating, but looks it.

Honesty, Integrity, Ability, But— 

A great niany Americans will share the dis- 
may and disappointment expressed by Eleanor 
Roosevelt over the Jessup case. With her, they 
are alarmed not by Mr. Jessup’s failure to win 
Senate confirmation as U.N. delegate, a post 
to which he has now been given a recess appoint- 
ment, but by the reasons given by two Senators 
for refusing to confirm him. . 

Senator H. Alexander Smith, New Jersey Re- 
publican, said he had “absolute confidence in 
Mr. Jessup’s integrity, ability and loyalty to his 
country.” Yet Senator Smith voted against him 
on the ground that “he has not got the confi- 
dence of our people” and “is a controversial 
figure.” 

Senator Guy Gillette, Iowa Democrat, said 
the evidence showed Mr. Jessup to be “a man 
of great mental ability, a man of honesty and 
integrity, a careful student of international af- 
fairs."” Yet Senator Gillette voted against him 
on the ground that he lacked public confidence. . 
The Senator even admitted that if confidence 
was lacking it might be mainly due to “the 
concerted campaign of unfair and unprincipled 
attacks made on him.” 

As Mrs. Roosevelt says, the net of these views 
is that “those who wish to smear publi¢e servants 
now know that it makes no difference whether 
what they say is true or false—if they say it 
often enough and loud enough ... then the 
man has lost the public’s confidence and should 
not be appointed to office.” She is right in 
describing this as “highly dangerous” reasoning. 

If a man is to be judged, not by the validity 
of the charges brought against him, but by the 
extent to which those charges are circulated, 
then the vehemence of the accuser, rather than 
the guilt of the accused, becomes the test of 
truth. Is that what Senators Smith and Gillette 


really mean to stand for?

Deaths That Were Avoidable 


The exercise of @ little common sense before 
hand might well have prevented the death of 
nine persons and injury to five others in the 
truck accident caused by a bulldozer blade in 
Arizona. For had the hazardous blade been 
dismantled and properly stowed, the accident 
would not have occurred. 

The heavy blade was attached:to a tractor 
that was being bauled by a truck. The blade 
extended a foot and a half out from the side 
of its carrier and, on a narrow bridge, it snagged 
the side of another truck and sliced through 
that vehicle like a giant cleaver. Twenty-three 
Indians were riding in the second truck. 

A bulldozer blade is no toy. If it is to be 
transported over our highwavs, every precaution 
should be taken so that the hazard will be min- 
imized. In the Arizona case this was not done, 
perhaps because of failure to realize the poten- 
tial danger. Truckers throughoftit the country 
should take heed—the terrible Arizona tragedy 


should never be repeated.

In Uniform Instead of Jail 

Secretary of Labor Tobin, reporting on “Man- 
power and Partial Mobilization,” says that 
United States defense industries will need 
4,500.00@ more workers at this timé next year. 
This is in addition to any increased demand 
on American manpower which may be made 
directly by the armed services. 

So particular attention attaches to the sug- 
gestion made by Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson in 
his talk before the National Conference on 
Juvenile Agencies. The Illinois Governor would 
have the armed services turn to the penal in- 
stitutions as they did during World War II. 

Of course, he did not advocate making the 
Army a dumping ground for the penitentiaries. 
He pointed out that, with proper precautions, 
the armed forces obtained 3000 men from Illi- 
nois and thousands more from other states. Far 
from causing trouble, these men served with 
distinction. They were of far greater value to 
their nation in uniform than they would have 
been behind: bars. 

With the manpower situation again tightening 
up, the suggestion is well worth consideration. 
It seems prattical not only from a military 
and industrial point of view, but. also because 
it offers an opportunity to redeem many an 


- otherwise blighted life.

Far From Intolerable 

We find it hard to follow Representative 
Emanuel Celler. The chairman of a House sub- 
committee on monopoly is apparently much 
exercised by the non-competitive aspects of base- 
ball, but he is also exercised by what he calls 
the “intolerable” situation in St. Louis, 

As we get it, Representative Celler thinks 
there ought to be only one major ball club in 
St. Louis, the city having demonstrated, in his 
opinion, that it will not support two. 

How one club instead of two would promote 
the cause of free competition we find it hard to 
understand. Moreover, Mr. Celler should be on 
guard against a premature assumption that St. 
Louis will not support two teams. We seem to 
meet a lot of people who are wetting their lips 
in pleasant anticipation over the competition 
next year between Mr. Saigh and Mr. Veeck. 

The average fan feels that these two gentle- 
men are going to be competing most vigorously 
indeed for his favor and patronage, and said 
fan would not miss it for the world. Certainly he 
would never dream of calling the situation “in- 
tolerable.”

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New Tax on Co-ops 

Although the new tax law passed by Con- 
gress contains some unfair features, the writers 
of the legislation devised a judicious way to tax 
farm co-operatives. 

The law provides for the co-ops to pay the 
regular corporation income tax on their unallo- 
cated reserves. This ends a 30-year exemption, 
but even the Co-operative League did not oppose 
the idea. Many co-op leaders felt it was only 
fair for their businesses to pay the same type 
of corporation tax paid by other businesses. 

But the law does not change taxes regarding 
patronage dividends—the’ funds returned to 
co-op purchasers as savings on their purchases. 
Enemies of the co-operative movement wanted 
these funds taxed as profits. This would have 
reversed national policy, which fs ,intended to 
encourage farm consumers to band together to 
make just such savings. 

Congress was fair in extending the tax to 
co-operative reserves and equally fair to leave 
the consumer refunds alone. The new law 
ought to quiet the enemies of the co-ops for a 
while, and the co-ops themselves can breathe a. 
sigh of relief.

With Marshall plan, American military aid and hard self-help, 
the West is laying foundation for self-supporting European recov: 
ery and mutual defense; Communist parties are fading at polls; dol- 
lar deficit has been cut; each month brings more men under arms.

The Europe of today bears about as 
much relationship to the almost lifeless, 
helpless, hopeless Europe of 1945 and 
1946—which Moscow was waiting to have 
disintegrate into its hands—as a living 
tree is to its shadow. 

In an earlier article I pointed out the 
pattern of victory which measures what 
the United States 
and its Allies have 
done to bring a-re- 
vitalized Europe into 
being—a Europe in 
which Soviet Com- 
munism has not 
moved forward one 
centimeter during 
the past 12 months. 

Following is a de- 
tailed cross section 
of facts which sup- 
port the conclusions 
that the cold war is 
being won hy the 
West, that the ef- 
fective containment 
of Soviet Communism without war is now 
within reach of the free world: 


The Election Record 


AUSTRIA: Here a peopie with the So- 
viet Army sitting in its midst gave only 
5 per cent of its total votes to the Com- 
munists in 1949, who won only 5 out of 
165 seats. 

BELGIUM: The Communist member- 
ship in Parliament was reduced from 
23 to 7 

DENMARK: The Danes pared their 
Communist deputies from 9 to 7 in their 
chamber. 

WEST GERMANY: In the 1949 federal 
elections not a single Communist candi- 
date won a majority of votes jn. any dis- 
trict. Fifteen Communist deputies won 
seats in the Bundestag through propor- 
tional representation. Subsequent state 
elections have shown a marked decline in 
Communist party strength. 


HOLLAND: In the latest provincial elec- 
tions, April 1950, the Communists lost 27 
seats. and now hold only 31 seats out of a 
possible 590. 

NORWAY: In the 1949 clections for the 
Norwegian. Parliament, the Communist 
representation in Parliament, which had 
stood at 11 out of 150 seats, was entirely 
wiped out. 

UNITED KINGDOM: In the 1950 elec- 
tions the Communist vote was reduced 
from 102,780 to 91,815 and the two sitting 
Communist members of Parliament. were 
defeated. 

FRANCE: The Communist voting depu- 
ties in the National Assembly: were cut 
from 183 to 103, and the Communists lost 
500,000 votes. 

ITALY: Italian municipal elections 
showed one of the serious weak spots in 
the otherwise receding trend of Commu- 
nism in Western Europe. It is true that 
the Communists, throuzh party coalitions 
formed against them, lost con of nearly 
every mayoralty in Italy, but’ the total 
Communist vote went up from 34 to 37 
per cent, 

Obviously, there are grave danger spots 
in both Italy and France and their exist- 
ence underlines the need for basic social 
and economic reform which will rightly 
constitute areas of action toward which 
American economic aid can and should be 
directed.

Economic Recovery 


The essential justification of the Mar- 
shall Plan was that the European nations 
were not after the war able to sell enough 
goods to America to buy the goods, which 
could be bought only with dollars, they 
needed to survive. 

In 1947 Western Europe's dollar deficit 
was $8,500,000,000. In 1949-51 it had been 
cut to one billion dollars. .European indus- 
trial production is up 27 per cent above 
prewar, agricultural production, 10 per 
cent above prewar. Currencies were sound 
and interchangeable, and liberal trade poli- 
cies were beginning to take effect. 


Military Budgets 


During the current fiscal year 1952, the 
European defense budgets will rise again 
at a faster rate. On the basis of plans 
now being carried out in the several NATO 
countries, it appears that the aggregate 
NATO budgets will be more than nine bil- 
lion or nearly 10 per cent of the gross 
national product. 


Men Under Arms 


After the outbreak of the Korean war, 
on July 1, 1950, the European NATO coun- 
tries had 1,694,000 men under arms. This 
figure included °693,000 in the United 
Kingdom, 460,000 in France, and 273,000 
in Italy. It also included the men under 
arms which these countries had stationed 
throughout the world, including the French 
soldiers in Indochina and the English sol- 
dierse in Malaya. 

The total number of men under arms 
in the NATO countries on July 1, 1951, 
was 1,960,000, or about 12 per cent of the 
population. This figure included 767,000 
men uhder arms in the United Kingdom, 
541,000 in France, and 296,000 in Italy. 

Substantial further increases in the num- 
ber of men under arms in the European 
NATO countries are scheduled for the 
future. 

The foundation for a_ self-supporting 
European recovery and the foundation for 
Europe's collective defense have now been 
laid,

What the Doctor Ordered 


TIME TO REMEMBER, by Lieyd C. Douglas. (Hough 

ton-Mifflin Co., Boston, 238 pos. $2 75.) 

Lloyd Douglas’ last book, now post- 
humously published, is, as he takes pains 
to explain, what the doctor ordered. After 
“The Big Fisherman” Douglas didn't in- 

tend to write any 
more, a statement 
that brought ap- 
plause from critics 
who had been unable 
to find merit in his 
books, though they 
won wide popularity. 
He was not happy or 
healthy in his retire- 
ment and his doctor 
advised him to do 
something. But what? 
The family and the 
publishers came up 
with a suggestion 
that he tell the storv 
of his life. In: his 
own wav he fold it. Claiming the indul- 
gence allowed to an old man’s remi- 
niscences of his childhood, he warned that 
the book was not intended to entertain. 
educate or inspire anybody. but was only 
an exercise in occupational therapy. 

The book, true to the author’s warning, 
turned out to be less than entertaining, 
educational or inspirational, and as an ex- 
ercise in occupational therapy it was nrt 
successful, for the author died before it 
was published. 

As far as the interests of literature are 
concerned it would have been better if the 
doctor had ordered something else. Ncei- 
ther in style nor content does the auto- 
biography contribute to the aged authe~’s 
fame nor to an illumination of the period 
in which he spent his younger vears. The 
incidents remembered are such as any 
aged person might recall, of interest only 
to the author’s family circle, with non-per- 
tinent interjection of complaints about 
how the government treats, or mistreats, 
citizens who have attained opulence by 
writing or otherwise. There are other ir- 
relevant detours from the main subject of 
the author’s childhood. 

A second planned volume to deal with 
the man’s ministry and his novel writing 
might have been more worthwhile if he 


had lived to write it.

The Latest on Rockets 

ROCKETS, MISSILES, AND SPACE TRAVEL, by Willy 

Ley. (The Viking Press, Inc. 436 pos. $5.95.) 

Although this is the third revised edition 
of his pioneer book in this field, it is so 
much bigger and covers sO much more 
subject matter that it is practically a new 
work. Tremendous strides have been made 
with rockets and space missiles since Mr. 
Ley’s pioneer volume won recognition in 
1944 as a valuable source book. For exam- 
ple, the two-stage rocket was then just a 
concept but in this volume Mr. Ley ex-. 
plains how one was projected 250 miles 
straight up. Besides covering his field with 
a historical perspective and a _ technical 
authority, he sets forth quite lucidly two 
amazing projects for the future. One is the 
launching of orbital rocket, or earth-circ- 
ler. and the other is a seemingly fabulous 
plan to set up a scientific research office 
on the moon. The author was a leading 
rocketeer in Germany long before the war 
but fled to New York to escape the Nazis. 
His book, well illustrated and containing a 
data-packed appendix, is a must for read- 
ers interested in this field.

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U.S. Politics a Barrier to Peace? 


HE unhappy session of Congress just ending took two great 
strides toward rebuilding the strength of the West. About: 60 


billion dollars were appropriated for armaments here at home |- 


and another seven billions voted 
Europe and in Asia. 


This is in accord with the view 
that Communism must be con- 
tained everywhere by American 
strength and that not until that 
strength is created will it be 
possible to negotiate with the 
Russians. President Truman has 
-repeatediy stated this view, the 
last time in his speech in North 
Carolina. 


But a troubled doubt will re- 
main for many, and particularly 
in Western Europe where they 
sit on the edge of the Communist 
abyss, as to 

-whether this 
vast pile of arm- 
aments will in 
fact mean peace. 
The precarious & 
balance‘ between 
peace and war is 
an issue in the 
British election 
campaign now 
drawing to a 
close, as it in all | 
likelihood will Churchill. 
be in the pres- 
idential contest here at home one 
year from now. 

Labor says that Winston Chur- 
ehill’s old-fashioned Tory ap- 
proach to such trouble centers 

- as Iran and Egypt will mean 
éither big or little war. The hint 
is that British Liberals may go 
along with Labor on the foreign 
policy issue and thereby perhaps 
vote a Labor Government back 
into power. 


Europe Can’t Stand War. 


The role of the Liberal may 
be compared with that of the in- 
dependent voter in this country 
and just as the Liberal voter in 
England is today torn between 
the two: poles, so the American 
who has no affiliation with either 
major party may in October of 
1952 be swayed by his hope for 


peace. 

‘ Aside from Britain’s immediate 
troubles :in the Middle East, 
Churchill can -argue with consid- 
erable evidence that he has sought 
a realistic way toward peace. Time 
and time again in the past four 
Years he has spoken in dire warn- 
ing of the drift away from any 
prospect of a settlement of the 
differences between East and 
West. In view of that drift, as 
Churchill well knows, if war is 
not inevitable at least it becomes 
highly likely. 

This is in part, of course, 
Churchill’s political stock in trade. 
He is holding out to British vot- 
ers the prospect for a Big Three 
meeting at which Churchill, as 
Prime Minister, would sit down 
with Stalin and Truman to arrive 
at a settlement that will make 


peace possible. 
The Churchillian conviction of 


for military and economic aid in 


the need to negotiate with the 
Russians ona practical and hard- 
boiled basis is far more than po- 
litical bait. As a European and a 
realist, he knows that one more 
big war would shatter the already 
weakened fabric of European civ- 
ilization. Little would survive aft- 
er an atomic attack and a Russian 
occupation. 


But should he become Prime 
Minister, Churchill is not likely 
to get his Big Three meeting. 
Truman, it can be said authorita- 
tively, is dead set against it. In 
private conversations recently, he 
has said in no uncertain terms 
that he would not meet with Stalin 
anywhere except in Washington 
and that he is opposed to any 
negotiation outside the frame- 
work of the United Nations. 


| Strength Is Not Enough. 


This may reflect in part a re- 
action to the political attacks on 
the outcome of the conferences at 
Yalta and Potsdam. But it repre- 
sents, too, a belief in the State 
Department that if a Big Three 
conference failed to bring a set- 
tlement, then indeed war would 
be inevitable. 


A policy that is nothing more 
than strength is, however, hardly 
a policy at all. And that brings 
those who are trying to shape 
policy up against some urgent 
questions—what to do next, and 
where to go next? 

The belief is growing that the 
Soviet delegation will come to 
the meeting of the U.N. Assembly 
in Paris next month with a full- 
scale peace proposal. This could 
be far more than just another 
peace offensive launched for 
propaganda purposes. 

It could contain the essence of 
the kind of settlement of which 
Churchill speaks, with real con- 
cessions from the Russians in re- 
turn for concessions from the 
West. 


Politics Blocks Diplomats. 


What to do then? Such a pro- 
posal would kave an enormous 
appeal in Europe. 

Yet the latitude of the State 
Department and the American 
delegation to consider it on a 
wholly realistic basis has been 
narrowly circumscribed by our 


own fierce political quarrel over 
foreign policy. 

If it could not be turned down 
outright and if it could not be 
considered as a base for frank 
negotiation, then nothing is left 
but the same drift. 

And that drift becomes,Jess and 
less a calculated risk deliberately 
taken for a chance of peace and 


more and more a peril wishfully 
ignored that war will or will not 
come.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (AP)— 
It'll be saddle of lamb When Prin- 
cess Elizabeth and the Duke of 
Edinburgh entertain President and 
Mrs. Truman at dinner Nov. 1. 


The royal couple, who will visit 
the Trumans at Blair House for 
three days, will give their “‘bread- 
and-butter” dinner at the Cana- 
dian embassy. There will be only 
20 guests. 

It sounds simple, but from a 
protocol viewpoint, it’s compli- 
cated. The reason is that Truman, 


one of the guests-to-be, outranks 
everyone else, including Princess 
Elizabeth. Truman is a chief of 
state. King George VI is Britain’s 
chief of state. 

With the royal arrival on Oct. 
31 but nine days away there are 
some important details—such as 
who sits where and how to get in 
and out of the dining room at that 
dinner—yet to-be nailed down. 

Usual Procedure. 

The usual procedure is for top- 
ranking official guests to spend 
the first night at the White House 
—or at Blair House, the Trumans’ 
temporary residence—, be enter- 
tained at an official dinner and 
then move next day to their own 
country’s embassy. Then they give 
a return dinner. 

The heiress apparent to the 
British throne and her husband 
are on this side of the Atlantic as 
guests of Canada.

No Control to Lose. 


As for political expediency, 
there is _a sort of moss-covered 
adage around here, which has 
not been tested in recent years. 
It is that a President cannot af- 
ford to announce too early that 
he would not be a candidate as 
he thus would lose his grip on 
Congress and his political organi- 
zation to the detriment of his 
Administration and also to the 
weakening of his power to name 
his successor. 
This reporter has subscribed to 
this adage conventionally and has 
intoned it quite often in recent 
months. 

But, as we say, circumstances 
alter cases. And there are in the 
current political situation some 
circumstances, not exactly nor- 
mal, beyond the now fairly nor- 
mal circumstance that Harry Tru- 
man often does the unconven- 
tional. 

As for the control of Congress 
—there’s little of that now, and 
there’s really nothing to lose. 
Anybody who has observed this 
Congress, which runs until after 
the election, knows that it is not 
going to give President Truman 
in its second session any of his 
strictly Fair Deal domestic so- 
cial welfare program. 

As a matter of fact, this is just 
as well for the Democrats polit- 
ically. For it still leaves the Fair 
Deal program, which seems pop- 
ular with millions of voters, as a 
leading issue to arouse them, as 
it did successfully in 1948.

Build-Ups Take Time. 


Some of this is from within his

stronghold of the party, the South, 
which may become very impor- 
tant in the 1952 election. 

A fairly early “no” decision 
from him not only would clear 
the atmosphere and relieve party 
tensions. It also would open the 
way for him to build up a succes- 
sor, and for that time is required. 
That chore cannot be too long 
postponed if Mr. Truman is to 
step down. 

As to how speculation about a 
successor is running in Washing- 
ton, it is worth noting that the 
name most often heard is that of 
Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson 
from the border state of Ken- 
tucky. His name was raised, as 
a matter of fact, by reporters at 
the President’s last news confer- 
ence. The President said that if 
he announce: he won’t run, his 
announcement will indicate 
whether his choice is Chief Jus- 
tice Vinson, who, as is known, is 
a close friend and confidant of 
Mr. Truman. 

The man who holds the key to 
much of the 1952 presidential 
puzzle is none other than Senator 
Robert A. Taft, now a known fac- 
tor with his frank announcement 
of his candidacy. President Tru- 
man would not like to see the 
triumph of Taftism from what he 
understands it to mean in foreign 
policy, nor would the element in 
the Republican party which is 
promoting Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower. 


Effect of Taft Boom. 


The Ohio Senator enters very 
much into President Truman’s 
“political expediency.” What the 
President does, the timing of his 
own announcement, who he may 
pick for a successor if he bows 
out are expected to be influenced 
very much by how the Taft boom 
develops and whether it appears 
he may win the nomination. 
Incidentally, a recent test run 
by the Gallup Poll between Sen- 
ator Taft and Chief Justice Vin- 
son showed the latter out in 
front. Since the Chief Justice is 
not too well known this may re- 
flect another continuing trend in 
the Gallup Poll which shows the 
Democratic party, as such, still 
ahead of the Republican party, 
as such, irrespective of candi- 
dates.

We believe that a sober examination of the events leading 
to their imprisonment must convince all honest men and 
women that there is involved here a serious breakdown 
both in spirit and letter of the due process of American 
justice. 

We speak of Dr. Alphaeus Hunton, Secretary of the 
Council on African Affairs; Frederick V. Field, editor 
and writer on the Far East; Abner Green, Executive 
Secretary of the Committee for the Protection of the For- 
eign Born, and Dashiell Hammett, author. These men 
have never been accused or indicted for any crime. They 
have never been tried by a court or jury and found guilty 
of any crime. Yet they have been imprisoned without 
bail in violation of the Eighth Amendment and sentenced 
to prison in violation of the Fifth Amendment.

would not subject others to persecution, harassment and 
imprisonment, because they would not inform, because 
they pleaded the Fifth Amendment which provides that 
no person may be forced to bear witness against himself. 
The very purpose of the Fifth Amendment, according to 
the Supreme Court of the United States (Twining v. New 
Jersey, 211 U.S. 91, is to act as “a safeguard against heed- 
less, unfounded and tyrannical persecutions.” That is 
the precise purpose for which Field, Hammett, Hunton 
and Green employed it. 

Because these four are not only guiltless of wrong, but 
are defenders of the Bill of Rights in the best American 
tradition, we respectfully ask you, sir, as Attorney Gen- 
eral to direct your office to move to vacate the sentences 
of contempt against Field, Green, Hunton and Hammett. 
We ask your concurrence in our view that in defending 
the Fifth Amendment these men are defending all Ameri- 
cans from an arbitrary interpretation of the law which 


would be required to secure the 
water it may need from the 
source assigned to it in the plan.

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She Helps Ease Travelers’ Troubles 


Travelers' Aid President Started as Volunteer on New York: Piers

WOMAN without travel prob- 


lems of her own, Mrs. George 
*-"Hamlin Shaw has taken up 
the cudgel to make the lives of 
other travelers a little happier. 
Ever since she stepped off the 
ship which brought her home 
from Paris and the Sorbonne in 


192%, the Indiana-born Mrs. Shaw 


has been on a crusade for more 
care-free commuting, whether by 
bus to the next town or via strat- 
oliner around the world. Her in- 
terest in the plight of passengers 
wasn’t caused by travel worries 
on her trans-Atlantic voyage. It 
was just that she had always 
wanted to be a social worker, 
knew two languages besides her 
own and had a host of friends 
interested in Travelers Aid. 

“That’s how it all started, as 
simply as that,” said the trim, 
brown-eyed New Yorker who now 
is national president of Travelers 
Aid. “Through those friends who 
knew I might be able to help be- 
cause of my *“owiéedge of several 
languages, I became a volunteer 
in the organization and was 
named to the board the following 
year.” 

Mrs. Shaw came to St. Lovis 
last week (ther train was 30 min- 
utes late; otherwise, no compli- 
cations) to preside over the na- 
tional board meeting, held here 
in commemoration of the one 
hundredth anniversary of Mullan 
phy Travelers Aid. 

The will of Brian Mullanphy, 
St. Louis philanthropist, who died 
in 1851, provided a trust fund 
to assist emigrants going “bona 
fide to settle in the west.” 

“That was the philosophy on 
which Travelers Aid was estab- 
lished,” said Mrs. Shaw. “The 
idea conceived by Mr. Mullan- 
phy has spread throughout the 
world until we now have 199 
Travelers Aid Societies. The first 
one, as such, however, was not 
established until 41 years ago 
after a program of aid to young 
women travelers had been 
launched by the Y.W.C.A. 

“I have just been one of the 
fortunate ones in that I’ve never 
encountered any travel problems 
myself,” said Mrs. Shaw, whose 
journeys as a private citizen and 
a representative of the organiza- 
tion. have taken her across the 
country many times and to 
Europe. 

“But that doesn’t mean there 
aren't real problems facing many 
other travelers. And problems 
aren't confined by any means to 
financial worries, the loss of a 
ticket or money or the inability 
to buy passage from one place to 
another in case of an emergency. 

“The last war brought a tre-

mendous reshuffling of popula- 
tion, and we are preparing for 
another great mass migration if 
the war situation gets any worse.” 

Mrs. Shaw’s first assignment as 
a volunteer more than 20 years 
ago was on the New York piers 
where she was able to assist in- 
coming passengers because of her 
knowledge of French and Ger- 
man. A problem then was to aid 
the girls who were coming here to 
marry Americans—some of whom 
they had never seen. 

“We had to check to make sure 
the man was trustworthy and sin- 
cere and was telling his fiancee 
the truth about his situation,” she 
said. “We found that many a man 
had proposed by correspondence 
picturing himself as wealthy and 
handsome—and when the trusting 
girl arrived, she was met by some 
toothless old farmer.”

NDICATIVE of the growth of 

Travelers Aid services in the 

comparatively small area of the 
New York piers is that today 26 
dialects are spoken there in con- 
nection with the society’s pro- 
gram for displaced persons. 

After her work at the New 
York port, Mrs. Shaw continued 
as a volunteer in railroad station 
information and service booths, 
and established similar agencies 
in bus t@rminals. 

As World War II brought its 
sudden _upsurge of travel and

travel problems, she established 
the huge installations for service 
personnel in Grand Central and 
Pennsylvania stations in New 
York City, where an estimated 
10,000,000 persons were assisted 
during the war years. 

Appropriately enough, her suite 
in the Hotel Statler took on the 
proverbial “Grand Central” at- 
mosphere for the first two or 
three hours after she arrived in 
St. Louis. Stopping to greet sev- 
eral friends in the lobby, she 
finally made her way upstairs 
and asked a maid to unpack her 
clothes. The telephone rang three 
times in the first 20 minutes, she 
ordered luncheon and was called 
to the door twice—all the time 
answering questions about Travel- 
ers Aid. 


She grabbed half a sandwich 
and gave the remainder to Mar- 
vin Braverman, young New York 
lawyer, Travelers Aid society vol- 
unteer and erstwhile escort for 
Margaret Truman, who had 
dropped into the suite to pose 
for a publicity photograph with 
Mrs. Shaw and another official. 

“People ask me why I enjoy 
doing this volunteer work,” she 
said. “I always tell them it's be- 
cause of the satisfaction one gets 
from doing work that's worth do- 
ing. And too, when you get up in 
the morning you know you have 
a job to do that day, work that 
will be of help to someone else.” 


Although Travelers Aid has 
been a time-consuming cause for 
the past two decades, she also 
has been active in furthering 
New York's cultural activities, 
serving as treasurer of the Wom- 
en's Auxiliary Board of the Phil- 
harmonic and as co-chairman of 
Stadium Concerts. 

“I used to want to be a musi- 
cian,” she laughed, “but my inter- 
est so far surpassed my ability 


that I gave it up. Now one of my. 


principal goals is the encourage- 
ment of young artists.” 


She also serves.as vice presi- . 


dent of the U:S.O. executive com- 
mittee and is a member of the 
President’s Committee on Re- 
ligion and Welfare of the Armed 
Forces. 


and former student at Purdue 

University, Mrs. Shaw was 
married in 1936 to George Ham- 
lin Shaw, attorney, oil company 
executive and active worker in 
Republican politics. The young- 
est of his three children was 
married recently. 

“We were so happy about her 
marriage,” laughed Mrs. Shaw, 
“but I feel I lost a mighty fine 
volunteer worker.” ; 

As president of the society, 
Mrs. Shaw attended six regional 
conferences in 1950 and gave “in- 
numerable” speeches at local so- 
cieties. She recently returned 
from conferences in Europe, pass- 
ing up an opportunity to meet 
with other leaders of the organi- 
zation in Australia for the forma- 
tion of a world-wide Travelers 
Aid. She and delegates froin 
Australia and Great Britain are 
working toward the international 
organization. 

“We now have Travelers Aid 
societies—although some are not 
called by that name—in England, 
Australia, India, France, Switzer- 
land, New Zealand, the Scandi- 
navian countries and one or two 
in Germany,” she said. There 
are none in Russia that we know 
of.” 

Headquarters of the world-wide 
Travelers Aid probably will be es- 
tablished in Geneva, Switzerland, 
she said. 

“We feel this is just another 
one of the many agencies which 
can further world peace through 
understanding. Through our so- 
ciety branches in this country, we 
are making it easier for people 
to become assimilated in strange 
communities. 

“Just so on - world-wide scale, 
we believe that by easing the 
headaches and heartaches of 
travel in strange countries, we 
can help.maintain a friendliness 
among people of different nation- 
alities. And that is the basis of 
world peace.”

Let’s Learn a New Word. 


RS. R., of Houston, has asked 
Mec: the technical word mean- 
ing “colorblindness.” 

A. The word Mrs. R. is search- 
ing for is achromatopsia (un- 
KROE-muh-TOP’see-uh) a six-bit 
word for total colorblindness. It 
is from the Greek combining 
form, achromat-, ‘‘colorless,”’ plus- 
opsia, “a condition of vision.” 

Another term which may be 
used to designate total colorblind- 
ness is: monochromatism: MAHN- 
uh-KROE’mubh-tiz’m. 

The word ascestic should not be 
confused with aesthetic. The two 
words are about as far apart in 
meaning and derivation as can 
be imagined. Ascetic is most 
commonly used as an adjective, 
and describes a person who de- 
votes himself to a solitary and 
contemplative life of rigid self- 
denial. 

I mention this word for the 
reason that A. B., of Nashville, 
has sent me a picture of an 
aged priest, clipped from a na- 
tionally distributed magazine. The 
caption beneath the picture speaks 
of him as “aesthetic,” which is 
far from true of the wrinkled and 
emaciated old priest. : 

Aesthetic means “of or per- 
taining to beauty as distinguished 
from the merely pleasing, the 
moral, or the useful.” 

Aesthetic (also spelled esthetic) 
is pronounced: ess-THET-ik. 

Ascétic is pronounced: uh-SET- 
ik 


Be sure to distinguish between 
the two words.

3aREED Canasta strategy is to 

freeze the pack if the op- 

ponents make their initial 
meld first. Otherwise they have 
too much advantage over you in 
getting the pack, which would be 
unfrozen for them while still 
frozen for you. 

The advantage of freezing—vou 
might even call it the necessity 
for freezing—is especially great 
when you need 120. It takes a 
while to build up a count like 
that, and you want to protect the 
pack as long as possible. If it is 
frozen, it should last longer. 

All of which prompts a corre- 
spondent to question us about this 
hand: 


Both sides needed 120. Her 
right-hand opponent has just gone 


down with two jokers and two 
kings. The pack has not been 
touched and contains perhaps 10 
cards. 

“Should I freeze the pack 
now?” the correspondent asks. 

Definitely not. First things come 
first, and when you need 120 the 
thing of first importance is to 
have a joker in your hand. Espe- 
cially with two of the four jokers 
already showing, that joker may 
be the only chance your side will 
ever have to make its initial meld. 
If you draw an ace or another 
wild card, and then a card is 
thrown that you can match with a 
pair, you may get the pack and 
be back in the game. Part with 
the joker and perhaps you never 
will. 

So pick your safest discard and 
hope it gets by—and that your 
partner can spare a wild card to 
freeze the pack.

Wood River Science Students Spend 


Week at Pere Marquette Park, Find 
Nature More Exciting Than Classroom

HE freckle-faced 14-year-old boy had an armful of rocks of 
various sizes and shapes which he was carrying as tenderly as 
though they were hunks of pure uranium. 


“You know,” he said, as he looked at the rocks with something 
akin to awe, “I never used to care anything about rocks, except as 
something to throw, until I came on this trip.” 


The boy who had discovered 
some of the secrets of nature 
which lie in rocks was one of 41 
high school boys and girls from 
Wood River, Ill., who were 
stumbling along in a dry creek 
bed seeking similar secrets in 
wood, plants, flowers and insects. 

A teen-age girl handed me a 
plastic case. Looking through the 
transparent top, for the presence 
of which I was duly grateful, I 
spied three enormous spiders, a 
cricket, and a gaudy caterpillar. 
“Aren't they dandies,” she said, 
as she rattled off their scientific 
names. “I caught them all this 
morning.” 

A man in khaki shirt and trous- 
ers perched himself on a high 
rock in the creck bed and yelled 
“Wa-hoo!” The students gathered 
around him. He was Father 
George Link, the well known 
_— and naturalist of Michael, 
Ill. 

“Now look, my fellow  pas- 
sengers,” he said as he held up 
a large stalk of goldenrod. “I’ve 
been trying to tell you the differ- 
ence between this and other 
goldenrods. This is called the 
showy goldenrod, which is well 
named, and you can tell it be- 
cause blossoms go all to one side.” 

At this 41 notebooks were 
whipped out, and 41 heads were 
bent down to write, “showv 
goldenrod—blossoms.to one side.” 

hese boys and girls in their 
blue jeans and sweaters wefe 
taking part in an experiment in 
outdoor education which is being 
conducted by the Wood River 
High School science department, 
and which is being watched by 
20 school districts throughout the 
state. 

The students were spending a 
week at Pere Marquette Park, 
where, under adequate supervi- 
sion and tutelage, they were do- 
ing their studying in the outdoors 
instead of in the class. The idea, 
as explained by Biology Instruct- 
or W.E.R. Hopper, is to bring the 
classroom to nature, instead of 
trying to bring nature to the 
classroom. 

Outdoor education, while still 
in an experimental stage, is not 
new. New York and Michigan have 
been carrying on the program for 
several years now, but the Wood 
River experiment is among the 
early ones to be conducted in this 
part of the country. If the experi- 
ment is considered a success, it 
will become widespread through- 
out Illinois. In fact, the University 
of Southern Illinois has a new 
course for teachers which teaches 
them how to conduct camping 
schools.

HE Wood River experiment 
T originated with Edson Smith, 
principal of the high school, 
who is a member of a committee, 
formed a vear ago, call the Com- 
mittee for Outdoor Education. Last 
summer Principal Smith arranged 
a meeting in Springfield of repre- 
sentatives of various state depart- 
ments. Included were the Depart- 
ment of Education, the Conserva- 
tion Department, the State Forest- 
ry Department, and the Geological 
Survey. A program was set up for 
the first camp, which opened Mon- 
day, Oct. 15, and continued through 
last Saturday. 
This first camp was open to 
biology students, and it was offer- 


ed on a voluntary basis, Hopper 
explained. Only eight students de- 
clined. Of these seven declined 
either because they had to work 
after school, or for similar rea- 
sons. One parent refused to let 
his daughter attend because he 
said the whole thing looked too 
much like a German youth camp. 

There were 15 boys and 26 
girls in the class, and the cost 
to each student for. food and 
lodging was $8 for the week. The 
rest was paid from a sum set 
aside for the purpose by the 
school board. 

The camp was held at Camp 
Potawotami in Pere Marquette 
Park, and the boys and girls 
were housed in the cottages at 
the camp, superintended and 
chaperoned by members of their 
faculty, several faculty wives, a 
registered nurse, and the mothers 
of two'of the students. 

The main studies were biology, 
geology and forestry, with some 
chemistry thrown in by way of 
testing water samples and min- 
erals. There were two _ study 
periods each day, during which 
the students were accompanied 
by an instructor who gave lec- 
tures on the move, so to speak, 
and during which the students 
gathered specimens of _ rocks, 
wood, flowers, or whatever was 
being covered. 

Back at camp there was a 
table known as the “What's It 
Table.” Here students placed 
specimens of rock, wood, shrubs, 
insects, or anything else they 
may have picked up because it 
aroused their interest, but which 
they couldn’t identify. At the 
end of the day one of the in- 
structors would hold class at the 
What’s It Table, explaining the 
nature of the various specimens. 

The camp was up at 7 o'clock 
every morning, with breakfast 
at 7:15 in the dining hall. After 
the breakfast dishes had been 
washed, by groups assigned to 
“K.P.” duty, the students cleaned 
up their cabins, the dining. hall 
and the kitchen. 7 

The morning lecture period 
started at 9 o'clock. Aec-

OUR MAGIC WORDS are po- 
liter and perhaps a little more 
scientific.

the common trees of Illinois, 
such as the oaks, the maples, the 
dogwoods and others, as well as 
the purpose of forestry. 

At other courses during the 
week they studied rock forma- 
tions under the tutelage of a 
state geologist, wildlife planting 
and conservation with a member 
of the Department of Conserva- 
tion, and courses in biology and 
botany by members of the school 
faculty.

“The advantage of bringing the 
student to the outdoors,” said 
Hopper, “is that he learns to look 
beyond the surface of things.

“And once you get him inter- 
ested, you have aroused a desire 
for knowledge. We've seen it hap- 
pen every day out here. Students 
will stand and look at a plant, or 
a leaf, seeing for the first time 
the marvels of nature. It does 
something we’ve never been able 
to do in the classroom.” 

“Not only that,” added Howard 
Oetting, the head of the school’s 
science department, “it carries 
over into the classroom. At other 
schools where they have con- 
ducted these camps, the teachers 
report that such interest, once 
awakened, stays with the students. 

“Another interesting thing lies 
in the effect this seems to have 
on the personalities of some of 
the students. There are a couple 
of boys here who were real prob- 
lems in the classroom. But here 
they’ve become interested in what 
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flavored sprouts of the mung 
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recipe on the can label. 
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Choy Bean Sprouts, 
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they are studying, and they’ve 
snapped out of it—both boys 
have become very steady and 
very dependable.”

EACHERS HOOPER AND

$c ARBARIAN!” said the 
B Italian Ambassador to the 
Harvard sophomofe. 

He spoke the word more than a 
quarter century ago at a univer- 
sity banquet in his honor, but it 
might well be repeated today, for 
some of the circumstances back of 
the exclamation persist to the 
present.

make over left-overs into fresh 


| and tempting treats. 


The message of how to prepare 
nutritious, delicious and inexpen- 
sive menus with the help of mac- 
aroni products is being told this 
week in every food store.

It’s 
all part of National Macaroni 
Week, which—not surprisingly— 
is being sponsored by the Nation- 
al Macaroni Institute.

WE WENT OUT TO SEE offi- 
clals of one of the leaders in the 
industry, the American Beauty 
Macaroni Co., a national organ- 
ization that has one of its six 
plants at 1227 St. Louis avenue, 
There, Louis S. Vagnino, vice 
president in charge, after telling 
us the story of~the ambassador 


and the sophomore, quickly put 
us straight on one fact. While 
macaroni. is the family name of 
the whole big group of “pasta” 
products, spaghetti — the long 
skinny member of the family— 
accounts for more than one-third 
of the output of the St. Louis 
plant, which has a yearly produc- 
tion capacity of 15,000,000 
pounds. 


That, at first, seems like a lot 
of “pasta,” buf checking demand 
against supply alters the picture. 
As a case history, let's take Joe 
Garagiola, who not too long ago 
transferred his talent at catching 
baseballs from the St. Louis 
Cardinals to the Pittsburgh Pi- 
rates. Just about five years ago, 
he changed his place in the bat- 
tery briefly to pitch a bottle of 
chianti against a newly-installed 
automatic spaghetti and macaroni 
making machine at the American 
Beauty plant. As part of the 
christening ceremony, he ‘was 
presented a card entitling him 
and his family to a five-year sup- 
ply of the company’s products. 


What, we asked, has been the 
outcome? About 100 pounds a 
year, or about a quarter-ton for 
the whole five-year period, we 
were told. This is a normal per- 
formance for a typical Italian- 


American family. 
Gana curved, solid and hollow 
—the sizes, shapes and va- 
rieties of the macaroni prod- 
ucts are many, but they all start 
from a mixture of a special 
type of flour (called semolina) 
and water. Semolina is the heart, 
or cream, of a very hard, high- 
protein wheat called durum, 
grown in the Dakotas and Min- 
nesota. 


The hard grains of semolina, 
which give the dough the stiff- 
ness required for pressing and 
drying, contain a much smaller 
percentage of starch than ordi- 
nary bread flour, Vagnino told 
us, As a result, he said, maca- 
roni products are considered rel- 
atively non-fattening. 


We accompanied him to the 
manufacturing area of the plant. 
There, on a tile floor and sur- 
rounded by half tile walls, sat 
what was obviously his pride and 
joy. It was a long, shiny white 
machine that, in a continuous au- 
tomatic operation, receives the 
raw “pasta” ingredients at one 
end and turns out the finished 
macaroni products ready for dry- 
ing and packaging at the other. 
With this equipment, he _ ex- 
plained, it is possible to get scien- 
tific blending and precision of

the perforations, the dough may 
come out as long, thin strands of 
spaghetti, or as any of a wide 
variety of delicately shaped bows, 
shells and elbows, and even let- 
ters of the alphabet. And in the 
case of macaroni,:the hollow part 
of that tubular product is formed 
by a round pin set in the middle 
of each perforation of the die.) 


As the thin strands of spaghetti 
emerge from the die, they are cut 
automatically into 20-inch lengths 
and then start on the drying op- 
eration—probably the most com- 
plicated and important phase of 
the manufacturing process. Proper 
temperature, humidity and air 
circulation are vital to remove the 
moisture evenly from the dough 
without cracking or otherwise 
damaging the finished product. 
The spaghetti is given a prelimi- 
na.y drying at 110 degrees tem- 
perature, then goes to a “resting 
room” for a short time and next 
is taken to finishing drying rooms, 
where the final drying is effected 
for 24 to 30 hours by warm air 
currents whose direction is 
changed at regular intervals. 


The drying process completed, 
the spaghetti is then cut into 10- 
inch lengths, or left in full 20- 
inch lengths for people who really 
like it long. Then it is packaged 
and made ready for shipment.
